Orders Are Issued for Vessels 
to Hurry to Mexic Waters. 
It Is Stated There’ll Be No 


I ntervention. 


Washington, February 10.—The rev- 
olutionary uprising in the City of 
Mexico completely absorbed the atten- 
tion of President Taft and the state, 
war and navy departments today, and 
at the end of a series of conferences 
it was determined that all this gov- 
ernment could do was to send a suffi- 
cient naval force to Mexican water to 
afford refuge for foreigners and to ob- 
serve and report upon conditions as 
they develop. 

In accordance with this decision, 
Secretary Meyer ordered the armored 
cruiser Colorado, now at San Diego, to 
proceed at once to Mazatlan. Another 
vessel of the Pacific fleet, probably the 
armored cruiser South Dakota, also at 
San Diego, will be dispatched to Aca- 
pulco, on the west coast of Mexico, to 
take up a post to be vacated by the 
gunboat Denver, which was ordered to 
Central America. 

It was also decided to send two bat- 
tleships to the gulf coast of Mexico, 
but the choice of the ships was left 
to Admiral Badger, who was immedi- 
ately cabled to pick out two ships 
ready for instant service and to send 
one to Veraz Cruz and another to Tam- 
pico. The Colorado, which goes to 
Mazatlan, is Admiral Southerland’s 
flagship, who, it is practically assured, 
will go in person to Mexican waters. 

No Intervention. 


Though little official information 
was received by the government from 
Mexico City, enough facts were at 
hand to warrant decision upon a 
course of action, which included re- 
newal of the determination to keep 
‘hands off” in Mexico. In announcing 
the dispatch of ships to Mexican wa- 
ters, the state department issued a 
statement outlining the position of this 
government. 

The sending of these vessels, the 
state department declares, “indicates 
no blag on the part of the government 
of the United States as to which side 
shall gain the ascendency in the strug- 
gle that has broken out In Mexico City, 
and responds merely to the fresh 
necessity of great caution due to the 
extreme uncertainty of the new condi- 
tion forced by the-uprising in the Mex- 
ican capital, both locally and in its 
effect upon conditions throughout Mex- 
ico where American citizens and their 
interests are so very numerous,” 

“The, sole purpose of the naval dis- 
position is observation and report upon 
the situation, particularly with refer- 
ence to‘the protection being afforded 
foreigners and their interests. The 
sending of the vessels represents no 
change whatever in the policy of the 
president.’ 

The state department has made it 
Plain that there are to be no landing 
parties beyond those that might be 
necessary in emergency to put down 
anarchy in the ports where the ships 
may lie, nor at present is there any 
intention of organizing a naval expe- 
dition to penetrate the country as far 
as the capital. 

Stable Government Coming. 

The opinion prevails in official cir- 
cles that this last storm which has 
broken over Mexico will be followed 
by the restoration of a permanent sta- 
ble government. If Madero triumphs 
he will be so strong as to be able to 
make short work of the smaller re- 
volts dragging on in outlying por- 
tions of the country. If Diaz should 
gain control of the fortresg of Chepul- 
tepec, overlooking the City of Mexico, 
either he would be joined by the lead- 
ers of the rebellion in the north and 
south or be in a position to compel 
their surrender in short order. 

Three resolutions were introduced 
in congress during the day regarding 
the Mexican situation. Senator. Mar- 
tine and Representative Hammill, of 
New Jersey, introduced in their re- 
spective houses a similar’ resolution 
directing the administration to take 
immediate steps to safeguard Ameri- 
can lives and property. Representa- 
tive Murdock, of Kansas, introduced a 
resolution of inquiry directing the sec- 
retary of state to inform the house 
what steps, if any, have been taken, 
“to protect the lives and property of 
American citizens in the republic of 
) Mexico.”

News of the death of the explorers 
was brought to civilization today by 
captain of the Terra Nova, the 
ship which had taken Scott's expedi- 


tion to the south and which had gone 
again to bring them back after the 
accomplishment of their task. 

A searching expedition recovered the 
botdlies and records of the party. 

Only a few brief bulletins were 
sent today from the New Zealand 
port of Oamaru by the captain of the 
Terra Nova, who related gjmply the 
fate of the party and then proceeded 
with his vessel for Lyttleton, where he 
should arrive Thursday.

The last direct word received from 
Captain Scott himself was brought by 
the commander of the Terra Nova 
from the southern ice regions, when 
she returned to Akaroa, New Zealand, 
on March 31 last year. The brief mes- 
sage was in Captain Scott's own hand- 
writing and said: 

“Tl am remaining 
for another winter in order 
tinue and complete my work.” 

Captain Scott had shortly before 
sent back a report to his base at Mc- 
Murdo Sound, showing that on Jan- 
uary 3, 1912, he had reached a point 
150 miles from the pole and wag ad- 

vancing toward his destination. 

The dispatch from Oamaru, nN, & 
this morning. shows that in fifteen 
days he covered the remaining 100 
miles, having traveled at the rate of 
10 miles a day. 

It was on his return that he and his 
party were overw helmed by one of the 
terrific blizzards so prevalent in the 
Antarctic region. 

The date of Captain Scott’s attain- 
ment of the South Pole, January 18, 
1912, shows that he reached the goal 
of his expedition almost exactly one 
month after Captian Roald Amundsen 
the Norwegian explorer, Captain 
Amundsen’s report sent King 
Naakon, of Norway, read: 

“Pole attained 14-17th 
1911. <All well.” 

The report of Captain Scott was 
destined not to be received by the 
waiting world until after his death. 
No details had come to hand this 
morning as to how the records of 
Captain Scott were found, but that he 
arrived at the pole on that date men- 
tloned was definitely known, 

Expedition Well Equipped. 
under Captain Scott 
the best equipped that had ever 
assembled for such an adven- 

[t sailed from Port Chalmers, 
near Christ church, New Zealand, on 
November 29, 1919. The Terra Nova 
made direct south into Ross sea, Early 
in January, 1911, she forced her way 
into MeMurdo sound, where winter 
quarters were established on Cape 
ISvans. The members of the expedi- 
tion had a very arduous task in put- 
ting their stores on shore and the 
work took a week. .However, they 
were able to make themselves very 
comfortable there in houses which 
they had carried with them in “knock- 
down” form. They at once began their 
scientific observations, 

Provisions for a three years’ stay 
in the ice regions had been taken on 
board the Terra Nova and theSe were 
plated on shore. 

Captain Scott had with him twenty 
Siberian ponies, thirty dogs and two 
motor sleds. 

The ponies, dogs and motor sleds 
were to be used alternately for trans- 
port across the 1,500 miles between 
the landing place and the pole.

Crisis May Result in De- 
claring Martial Law.

The premier of Japan, Prince Kat- 
sura, was stoned by a mob in the 
streets. His resignation has been de- 
manded by the people. Mobs attacked 
the offices of the bureaucratic news- 
papers and threatened dwellings of 
the ministérs. They burned and 
wrecked police stations, tram cars and 
private buildings. 

Detachments of troops patrol the 
streets. Each newspaper office is pro- 
tected by a guard of fifty soldiers, to 
whom ball cartridges have been serv- 
ed. They have their bayonets fixed 
for instant use. 

The minister of the imperial houge- 
hold announces that martial law will 
be proclaimed if there are any further 
attempts at incendiarism. 

A mass meeting was held this after- 
noon in lbanya park, in the center of 
the city. The mob started from there 
to attack Prince Katsura’s dwelling. 
Police, with drawn swords, ~ charged 
several times, wounding many of the 
demonstrators and drove the mob 
back. 

The crowds reassembled around the 
biulding of the newspaper Kokumin 
Shimbun with the intention of burn- 
ing it. The staff of the newspaper of- 
fered strenudus resistance with fire 
arms, swords and Knives. One of the 
rioters was killed by a bullet fired 
from the building. This only served 
to infuriate the mob which then looted 
shops and attacked the offices of oth- 
er newspapers. 

In a second attack on The Kokumin 
Shimbun building, bundles of straw 
svaked with oil were set on fire and 
thrown within. The fighting became 
desperate. Two more persons were 
killed and more than a score wounded. 

Marlier in the day great crowds col- 
lected outside The Diet, where strong 
forces of police protected members. 

Disorders began with the throwing 
of missile at the police. Several times 
throughout thee morning serious col- 
lisions ensued. Three persons ewer 
killed and twenty-five wounded in 
that neighborhood. Many police were 
injured by the stone throwing. 

Strong pressure is being brought to 
bear upon the cabinet for its resigna- 
tion and it is expected the ministers 
will resign before the diet reassem- 
bles three days hence. 

Marquis Saionji, the former premier, 
has resigned the presidency of the 
constitutional party, out of respect for 
the throne, it having been the emper- 
or’s expressed wish that Premier Kat- 
sura be not opposed in his present 
course. The constitutional party this 
morning resolved, (practically unani- 
mously, to fight the government to a 
finish. 

Many resent Prince Katsura’s at- 
tempt to break up the opposition to 
his ministry by the use of an imperial 
rescript addressed to Marquis Saionji; 
hence the popular demand for his res- 
ignation.

The Webb bill would prohibit ship- 
ments of intoxicating liquors from one 
state to another when intended to be 
received or sold in violation of the law 
of the state to which the shipment is 
made. 

Friends of the legislation now will 
seek to have the house concur in the 
senate bill, which differs from the bill 
passed by the house only in numbers. 
Should that be done the bills will not 
be considered in conference, but the 
measure passed by the senate will go 
to the president for his signature. 

The substitution of the Webb bill for 
the Kenyon-Sheppard bill came at the 
close of prolonged debate, 
viva voce vote, no roll call being de- 
manded. 

Kenyon Accepted Substitute. 

Senator Sheppard during the day had 
failed to get unanimous consent for 
the substitution of the Webb bill for 
the measure of which he was a joint 
author. Senator Kenyon, co-author of 
the genate bill, closed the debate by 
asking that the Webb bill be substi- 
tuted, as the order of the day did not 
permit the voting on the Webb bill as 
an independent measure. 

The vote was. first upon the perfec- 
tion of the Kenyon-Sheppard bill. By 
a vote of 61 to 23 the senate agreed 
to the committee amendment, adding 
a section to the bill which provided 
in terms that intoxicating liquors 
should become subject: to state laws 
upon crossing state boundaries.

Six Persons Killed and Sixty- 


Five Wounded — Cabinet 


Crisis May Result in De-} 


claring Martial Law. 


Tokio, February 10.—5Six persons 
were killed and sixty-five injured in 
political rioting here today. The situ- 
ation tonight is serious. 

The premier of Japan, Prince Kat- 
sura, was stoned by a mob in the 
streets. His resignation has been de- 
manded by the people. Mobs attacked 
offices of the bureaucratic news-+ 
papers and threatened dwellings of 
the ministérs. They burned and 
wrecked police stations, tram cars and 
private buildings. 

Detachments of troops patrol the 
streets. Each newspaper office is pro- 
tected by a guard of fifty soldiers, to 
whom ball cartridges have been serv- 
ed. They have their bayonets fixed 
for instant use. 

The minister of the imperial house- 
held announces that martial law will 
be proclaimed if there are any further 
attempts at incendiarism. 

A mass meeting was held this after- 
noon in lbanya park, in the center of 
the city. The mob started from there 
to attack Prince Katsura’s dwelling. 
Police, with drawn swords, ~ charged 
several times, wounding many of the 
demonstrators and drove the mob 
back. 

The crowds reassembled around the 
biulding of the newspaper Kokumin 
Shintbun with the intention of burn- 
ing it. The staff of the newspaper of- 
fered strenuous resistance with fire 
arms, swords and Knives. One of the 
rioters was killed by a bullet fired 
from the building. This only served 
to infuriate the mob which then looted 
shops and attacked the offices of oth- 

newspapers. 

In a second attack on The Kokumin 
Shimbun building, bundles of straw 
svuaked with oil were set on fire and 
thrown within. The fighting became 
desperate. Two more persons were 
killed and more than a score wounded. 
bharlier in the day great crowds col- 
lected outside The Diet, where strong 
forces of police protected members. 

Disorders began with the throwing 
of missile at the police. Several times 
throughout thee morning serious col- 
lisions ensued. Three persons ewer 
killed and twenty-five wounded in 
that neighborhood. Many police were 
injured by the stone throwing. 

Strong pressure is being brought to 
bear upon the cabinet for its resigna- 
tion and it is expected the ministers 
will resign before the diet reassem- 
bles three days hence. 

Marquis Saionji, the former premier, 
has resigned the presidency of the 
constitutional party, out of respect for 
the throne, it having been the emper- 
or’s expressed wish that Premier Kat- 
sura be not opposed in his present 
course. The constitutional party this 
morning resolved, practically unani- 
mously, to fight the government to a 
finish. 

Many resent Prince Katsura’s at- 
tempt to break up the opposition to 
his ministry by the use of an imperial 
rescript addressed to Marquis Saionji; 
hence the popular demand for his res- 
ignation.

Kenyon Accepted Substitute. 

Senator Sheppard during the day had 
failed to get unanimous consent for 
the substitution of the Webb bill for 
the measure of which he was a joint 
author. Senator Kenyon, co-author of 
the senate bill, closed the debate by 
asking that the Webb bill be substi- 
tuted, as the order of the day did not 
permit the voting on the Webb bill as 
an independent measure.

THE MEXICAN VOLCANO.

against the peace of the government. It is 
at this hour impossible to forecast. just 
what will be the outcome of the chaotic 
condition in and around the Mexican capital. 
But it is evident that the turbulent career 
of Madero has about reached its climax, an 
events of the next few days are likely to 
settle permanently the question as to 
whether or not he is to continue in control 
of the country. | 

Cumulative evidence bears out the as- 
sumption that the Madero regime is doomed. 
From the outset he has shown little capacity 
for meeting the anarchistic situation with 
which his troops were everywhere confront- 
ed. His policy has vacillated between 
sternness and conciliation, maintaining 
neither for a sufficient length of time to 
demonstrate the efficacy of either method. 
At no time since he assumed office has 
quiet long reigned in any part of the re- 
public. The federal troops have gained 
Pyrbhic victories over the insurgents only 
to have them regather their forces withia 
a day or two and renew hostilities with 
vigor not a whit abated. Opposition to Ma- 
dero has confined itself to no portion of 
Mexico. Scattered revolutionary bands have 
been active both in the thickly-populated 
states and at remote sections of the prov- 
inces. Time and again a state of order has 
been reported one day only to be made 
farcical the next by a revival of well-organ- 
ized fighting. 

In the meantime it remains to be seen 
if young Diaz, a nephew of the former dic- 
tator, has in his composition any of the oak 
and iron of his formidable uncle. Either he 
possesses remarkable powers of leadership 
or the troops about the capital must have 
been ripe for revolt. That fact speaks in 
the readiness with which they appear to 
have turned to his standard. The tragic 
death of Bernardo Reyes may have a bear- 
ing on the ultimate outcome. In spite of the 
fiasco of his former attempt against the 
Mexican government, Reyes was the idol of 
a large part of the regular army. His ab- 
rupt taking off may make the pathway of 
Diaz more difficult of navigation.

GEORGIA’S FARM DYNAMO. 


Three associations intimately connected 
with scientific agriculture in this state— 
the Georgia Dairy and Live Stock associa- 
tion, the Georgia State Horticultural society 
and the Georgia Breeders’ association—have, 
as a result of their joint annual convention 
and a thorough inspection of the Georgia 
State College of Agriculture, petitioned the 
general assembly for a more liberal and in- 
telligent policy toward that institution. 

Their suggestion should meet with fa- 
vorable consideration. The state college of 
agriculture is the power-house supplying im- 
petus and inspiration to scientific and busi- 
ness farming in this state. From it has 


flowed, 
the type of agriculture upon which Georgia 
must depend if the basic source of wealth 
in this state is to attain its maximum pro- 
ducing proportions. Through its courses 
of instruction it has sent forth into the state 
men who ate qualfied to bring from the 
acres their best yield; men who become in 
each of their communities evangels of ad- 
vanced agricultural methods. Through 
colleges on wheels and its extension courses, 
the institution has also taken knowledge to 
the farm where the farmer could not come 
to the institution. It is responsible largely for 
the teachers’ institutes, the boys and girls’ 
corn clubs and the tendency toward the re- 
vival of the live stock, dairying and poultry 
industries now visible throughout Georgia. 
Measured by results achieved and en- 
couragement extended to those Georgians 
who comprise the backbone of the state’s 
prosperity, the state college of agriculture 
is a most valuable asset of the state. I; 
needs new buildings and extensions of old 
ones. Its laboratory needs more workers 
and new equipment. Its contingent funds 
need amplification if the schools on wheels 
and the farm extension work are to continue 


its 


‘their beneficent influence. 


The legislature should by all means be 
generous with the college. For every dollar 
the state puts there it is sure of dividends, 
not only many times the size of the original 
investment, but stretching for an incalcula- 
ble time into the future. 


SEND THE FIFTH. 


Of the amount needed to send the Fifth 
regiment, Georgia national guard, and the 
Atlanta Artillery to the Wilson inauguratioa 
approximately only $2,000 remains to be 
subscribed by the people of Atlanta. Citi- 
zens have already rallied generously to a 
worthy cause, but the balance must te 
quickly in hand if these two commands are 
to be assured proper accommodations and a 
place in the pageant accurately reflecting 
Atlanta’s importance. 

Half a dozen cities in Georgia, all, of 
course, smaller and less wealthy than At- 
lanta, have assured themselves appropriate 
representation in the inaugural parade by 
sending their bodies of citizen-soldiery. To 
this end they have not stinted either in o*- 
ficial appropriation or public subscription. 
The south generally has exhibited the same 
liberality. Not since the civil war will south- 
ern troops be so notably conspicuous as at 
the induction of Wilson. 

Upon such an occasion, historic in every 
sense, Atlanta cannot afford to go unrepre- 
sented. As the city that, above all other 
southern cities, symbolizes the old and the 
new south, failure of its militia to make a 
creditable showing would constitute a blow 
to its nation-wide reputation and its civic 
pride. The last doubt as to Atlanta’s atti- 
tude in this' matter should be removed in the 
next twenty-four hours by a subscription 
that will cover the final dollar needed for the’ 
enterprise.

were made, 

“The great danger, as McKinley felt it, 
was that something relating to the silver 
question, which was the chief issue of the 
campaign, might be said which would be 
caught up, spread throughout the country 
and lead to the impression that McKinley 
was at heart a believer in an enlarged use 
of silver in our currency. 

“He told me that he discovered several 
dangerous allusions to the silver issue in 
some of these addresses which he caused to 
be .stricken out before they were delivered. 
I remember hearing McKinley once say that 
he had been greatly impressed by the un- 
happy accident at the reception to James G. 
Blaine in New York city, just at the time 
of Mr. Blaine’s splendid campaigning tour 
through the west in 1884. McKinley told me 
that he had heard from good authority that 
Blaine himself very reluctantly consented to 
make this campaign tour. The Plumed 
Knight, who was a’ very profound student of 
the history ‘of political campaigns, had 
learned from that reading that no one who 
had been nominated for the presidency and 
who had gone upon the stump after his nom- 
ination had succeeded at the election. Blaine 
always thought that fhere was a great deal 
of peril for a candidate for the presidency in 
campaigning of that kind. It wag his belief 
that the candidate for vice president should 
be selected, in part at least, because of his 
ability as a campaigner. He could properly 
and without danger take part in the public 
campaigning. 

“McKinley agreed with Blaine in this. He 
once told me that after Blaine had made his 
brilliant campaigning tour in Ohio it seemed 
as though all peril of blunder or accident 
was over. But the great blunder was made 
in New York just as the campaign was clos- 
ing, by the unfortunate remarks by the Rev. 
Dr. Burchard. 

“McKinley thought that had Blaine ?n- 
sisted upon looking over the copy of any 
speech that was to be made at that reception 
he would have detected this blunder, and in 
all probability would have been elected. 

“It was in part because of his recollec- 
tion of Mr. Blaine’s experience that McKinley 
decided, after he was nominated for the pres- 
idency, that he would permit no public re- 
marks to be made to him unless he first 
scanned them, and that he would not go upon 
the stump, but would remain quietly at his 
home at Canton during the entire campaign. 
He was always of the opinion that if Mr. 
Blaine had remained at Augusta, Maine, as 
he really wanted to do, during the campaign 
of 1884 he would have been elected.”

THE SOUTH SEA 
BUBBLE. 


It has always been a question about 
which there is much mystery as to whether 
the British government sanctioned the South 
Sea Bubble project, or whether the heads of 
that government, Hke the common people of 
England, were equally duped. This was no 
doubt one of the most gigantic swindling 
schemes that was ever promulgated, a swin- 
dle which came very ngar wrecking a nation. 

This get-rich-quick-scheme was not only 
backed by the English parliament and the 
house of lords, but also by the great finan- 
ciers of that country and even royalty itself. 
One fortunate feature of the project was 
that it was on such a large scale that only 
the wealthy people of the realm were made 
to suffer, the poorer classes being unable to 
invest. 

It would seem apparent, from this fact, 
that the big men of the country were de- 
ceived through their ignorance, and it is pos- 
sible that several of the most clever swin- 
dlers among them must have led them in- 
nocently into the scheme, for there is always 
something malicious behind all schemes of 
this character. 

The South Sea company was formed in 
1711, principally through the instrumentality 
of Robert Harlet, the Earl of Oxford, who 
was lord treasurer of England. His object 
was to improve public credit, and to pro- 
vide for the floating debts, which at that 
time amounted close to $59,000,000. In re- 
turn the company was to receive by way of 
a reward a monopoly of all the trade with 
Spanish South America. 

In those days little was known of the 
continent south of us, and generally the 
public had the idea that it possessed untold 
wealth. They expected that the people of 
that country would be as receptive to the 
trading of gold and diamonds for bits of red 
cloth and bead i(strings as were the Indians 
in giving of valuable skins and furs for 


bers of parliament, 


small quantities of beads and other articles 
of little value when the first settlers came 
here. «cor this reason the English people 
generally supposed that by buying stock in 
this company they would quickly reap untold 
profits, 

. The organizers of the company miscal- 
culated, however, for the South American 
continent was not the treasure place they 
Suppesed it to be, and besides Spain had 
something to say as to the amount of trad- 


‘P4ng that was to be done, and the latter con- 


cessions was entirely wiped out when Spain 
and England went to war. 

The shares of this combany were sold 
first at $500, but speculation ran such riot 
that they soon advanced to $2,500. Every 
one who could scrape sufficient money to- 
Gether plunged to his capacity, until. the 


company became so rich that it actually of-- 


fered to shoulder the whole national debt of 
ingland, amounting to 155,000,000, on a 
five per cent basis. As a wit said of the 
craze: “Every fool aspired to be a knave.” 

But there were some wise men in Eng- 
land, among which were Str Horace Walpole, 
who began to shout a warning, and lam- 
poonists wrote scurrilous verses on the 
theme, one of which became very popular: 


“The headlong fool that wants to be a 
swopper 

Of gold and silver coin for English copper. 

May at ‘Change Alley’ prove himself an ass. 

And trade rich hoarded wealth for worthless 


brass.”

Then every one began to 
follow suit, and with their pockets empty 
the public turned with horror from specula- 
tion. But the mischief was done. Who was 
the cause of it? There must have been some 
swindling hand back of it all. 
With the collapse of the South 
pany mighty fortunes all over England went 
to pieces. The country was ruined. The

property was confiscated in proportion to 
their guilt. Others were severely punished. 
some escaped the country, and many died of 
the shock or killed themselves. Thus ended 
the famous South Sea Bubble, one of the 
greatest swindles in all history, and the 
only regret that must have been felt by 
those who lost so heavily was in the fact 
that they could not get at the promoters of 
the scheme, for they were too big in British 
politics to consider such a procedure.

THE CLARIONET 


By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwashk.”

The clarionet is the instrument which 
supplies the embroidery in brass band music. 

The careful listener to a brass band in 


full eruption will detect a querulous instru- 
ment running up and down the scale like 4 
squirrel chasing himself around a tree. This 
is the clarionet. It is the most agile of in- 
struments and can climb two octaves up the 
scale and turkey trot back while the bass 
horn is grunting twice. 

The clarionet consists of a 
full of scientifically located holes. It also 
has a mouthpiece with a reed in it. To 
operate the clarionet, the performer swal- 
lows as much of this mouthplece as possible, 
covers 21 holes with his ten fingers and 
thumbs and then blows from the corner of 
Main and Market streets until 9:15 p. m. 

Clarionet playing does not require vast 
lungs, but the player must have great quan- 
tities of intelligent fingers. Every time he 
lifts a finger he allows a note to escape into 
the open air and the man who is inclined to 
stutter with his index finger would very 
quickly fill an overture full of uncalled-for 
and egregious tones. A good clarionet player 
can produce .eighty notes a minute for half 
an hour at a time before his finger joints 
become overheated. Those who have watched 
a -bug-eyed clarionetist trying to keep up 
with the conductor during a rendition of the 
second Hungarian Rapsodie, and have noted 
the furtive way in which he attempts to 
snatch a breath every other minute while 
playing a whole hat full of eight notes per 
bar of music, have gone away dazed and 
impressed. 

The clarionet sounds better by itself than 
the cornet or the bass horn, but it is not 
loved for itself alone and is never allowed 
to monopolize the attention of the audience 
at grand opera.

Measure Forbidding Miscegena-

Passed by the House,

Gx Gove cast February 10.—(Specia).) 
Intermarriage between whites and 
Ethiopians, Malays and Mongolians 
will be prohibited in the 
Columbia under a bill which passed 
the house today, having been intro- 
duced by Representative Hardwick. 
Any marriage between white persons 
and persons of color will be legally 
nullified. 

The penalty for violations of the 
law, if the bill should pass the genate, 
would be imprisonment for at least 
two years or at least $500 fine, with 
no maximum stated in the bill. 

In presenting the bill to the house 
today for a vote the accompanying re- 
port by Representative Kahn, of Cali- 
fornia, read: 

“Almost every state in the union hag 
a law which prohibits the marriage of 
any person of the Caucasian or white 
race with negroes. In many of the 
western states, where there is a fairly 
large population of people of the 
brown or yellow races the laws 
against intermarriage of whites with 
negroes have been extended so as to 
include intermarriage with persons of 
the brown or yellow races. There is 
no law against such intermarriages 
in the District of Columbia, and we 
feel that this district should be in

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Government Begins Criminal 
Action Against the Southern 
Wholesale Association. 


Birmingham, Ala., February 16.— 
Criminal contempt of court proceed- 
ings against the Southern Wholesale 
Grocers’ association and fifty-nine in- 
dividuals for alleged violations of the 
anti-trust decree, entered against the 
“erocers’ trust’’ more than a year ago, 
begun here today by the fed- 
government. This is the first 
prosecution undertaken by the g0v- 
ernment by a “trust” for the alleged 
disobedience of a court's mandate un- 
der the Sherman law. 

Despite the decree, the government 
declares in its petition, filed in the 
['nited States district court, that the 
defendants have employed coercion, 
threats, intimidations and persuasion 
to prevent manufacturers, wholesalers 
and retailers from reducing prices. It 
is charged that they have sought to 
coerce and compel manufacturers and 
producers to market. their product 
through the medium of the wholesaler 
and have conspired to prevent direct 
transactions from producer to retailer 
or consumer.

These are things forbidden by the 
decree, and the court here, which en- 
tered it October 17, 1911, is asked by 
Attorney General Wickersham to make 
an order requiring the following 
named defendants to show cause why 
they should not be attached and pun- 
ished for contempt of court:

|SNEED PUT ON TRIAL 
FOR KILLING OF BOYCE 


;Vernon, Texas, February 10.—The 
case of J. B. Sneed, charged with the 
murder of Al Boyce, Jr., at Amarillo, 
Texas, Septetnber 14 last, was called 
here today. Months ago all hotel ac- 
commodations and many private rooms 
here were engaged in advance for this 
trial, the last of the five sensational 
legal dramas growing out of the elope- 
ment of.Al Boyce to Canada with Mrs. 
J. B. Sneed, a little more than a year 
ago. 

Sneed has twice been tried for kIll- 
ing A. G. Boyce, Sr., father of the man 
who eloped with Mrs. Sneed.

Sneed 
also had a habeas corpus hearing at 
Amarillo after killing young Boyce, 
and two weeks later Beach B. Epting.

The Amarillo killing, which Sneed 
does not deny, and for which his trial 
is called today, occurred nearly a year 
after the elopement. Sneed, as testi- 
fied at his habeas corpus hearing, lived 
in Amarillo disguised as a bearded 
laborer for several days before he saw 
Boyce, whom he shot on sight. As 
justification, the defense claimed this 
was the first meeting of the two men 
since the elopement and also that 
Boyce had been plotting to get Mrs. 
Sneed a second time. After the Can- 
ada elopement, Mrs. Sneed returned to 
her husband.

Brokers Secure Judgment in 
Knight, Yancey & Co. Matter. 
$4,500,000 Involved. 


New York, February 10.—Judge 
Holt, of the United State’ circuit court, 
today awarded a judgment of $7,120 
to A. Hannay & Co., Liverpool cotton 
brokers, against the Guaranty _ Trust 
company of New York, on a Dill of 
exchange made by Knight, Yancey & 
Co., the bankrupt cotton merchants of 


/Decatur, Ala. 


‘This decision probably will control 
a series of similar actions aggregat- 
ing $4,500,000, involving forged bills 
of lading, and it is expected that the 
case will be carried to the United 
States supreme court.

WHEAT COMPANY AT NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y. 
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Secret of Tuberculosis Remedy — 
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~~ Closely Guarded by Friedmann 


Washington, February 10.—Transla- 
tions of Dr. Fredericm Friedmann’s 
statements regarding his new system 
of treating tuberculosis have been 
completed and the data procured at the 
request of congress soon will be 
printed. 

Dr. Friedmann’s address did not give 
the secret of his new remedy, which 
is understood to be a serum derived 
from cold-blooded animals. According 
to the official reports, he will not make 
this known until he is prepared to 
furnish it to physicians. In his de- 
scription of hig search for a tubercu- 
losis serum and the method of apply- 
ing the remedy which he, claimed had 
been tried on more than 1,182 persons, 
Dr. Friedmann said he discovered an 
“unvirulent race of tubercules.”’ They 
were not then tfi to use in man, but he 
succeeded, after long experiment § in 
completely changing their character. 

Dangers of the bacillus becoming 
Virulent after being injected into the 
human body were removed, Dr. Fried- 
mann said, by long cultivation of the 
germs. 

“Finally I repeatedly 
into myself,”’ he continued, ‘then into 
adult tuberculosis patients, then into 
consumptive children and finally, when 
the succesful therapeutic results 
continued to be confirmed (which was 
a long time afterward) into children 
by way of prophylactic inoculation.” 

His Remedy Net Described. 


Dr. Friedmann did not enter into a 
description of. his preparation, which 
is to be published by congress. 

“The preparation proved absolutely 
harmless, even in large doses and how- 
ever applied,” he said. “The treatment 
consists in intra-muscular incorpora- 
tion occurring once, twice or three 
times, seldom oftener and repeated at 
long intervals. An infaltrate must form 
at the place of injection, this infaltrate 
should be from the size of a walnut to 
that of a small apple and will gradu- 
ally disappear in the course of the next 
few weeks or months. As lone as this 
tissue exists and during its gradual 
absorption the healing will go on. 

“Only if, and aS long as the injected 
substance is completely absorbed and 
remains in the body do the healing ef- 
fects appear most striking: as a rule 
this occurs very soon and the healing 
then progresses steadily. We often 
see, even under the influence of a 
single injection, bone and joint fistu- 
las of long years’ standing become 
clean and close, while scrofuloderms 
are covered over with young and heal- 
thy skin; big, hard grandular tumors 
diminish considerably in size: tuber- 
cular abscesses flatten down and 
cieatrize: chronic  scrofulous eczema 
heals permanently, and last, but not 
least, pulmonary consumptives lose all

AUDIENCE AT THE ATLANTA 


The queer “Tales of Hoffmann” and 
his amours were well told by the 
Aborn English Grand Opera company 
last night at the Atlanta theater be- 
fore a fair-sized audience which was 
well pleased. 

Sorcery that is creepy, and magic 
that is merry, contrast with each other 
in the opera, and the Offenbach music 
{s ordinarily just about as inconse- 
quential. The combination makes de- 
lightful entertainment, however, with 
no necessity for synopses either of 
story or music to learn its meaning. 
The audience may sit, calmly in its 
seat and be assured or missing noth- 


ing. The prima donna will hand right 
over the footlights in each act the full 
measure of her “coloratura”—Offen- 
bach has arranged it so—and trios and 
quartets that almost sing themselves, 
and are as generous of climax as a 
Rossini finale, give each act its thrill. 

The familiar “Barcarolle’ was all 
that was expected of it in lilting beau- 
ty, since the company carries its 
orchestra. which is thus an intimate 
part of the aggregation and the basis 
of excellent performances, 

Leonard Samoloff, the tenor, carried 
with robust voice and apparent con- 
geneality the role of the very human 
poet. Ivy Scott's florid soprano held 
its brilliance -through the three very 
different impersonations of Hoffmann’s 
Morton Adkins, the bari-
